1, C. J3* and C ni®t with Mr, Barbour and Mr, Thurston 

in Jfr. Barbour's office on 28 August 1952 to discuss questions relating to 
Albania. C. ^ eiiplained that in order to airport l&visldn'a 

contention that there have been sufficient Indicaticoa of Yugoslav aotlvity 
towards Albania and of a ehange in Yugoslav feeling c^eornlng the dangers 
of a revolution in Albania^ he had furnished Mr. Maroy with a aoUootlon 
of intalligenoe reports citing a nunber of pertinent specif lo itmui. 

These itojos would be useful in helping to shape the Department's t h i nk i n g 
for diplomatic action in the event of or to forestal a unilateral Yugo- 
slav attoBqpt to change the Albanian regime. In the oeurse of a general 
dleoiuision on diplomatic steps which could be taken, Mr. Barbour stated 
that it would be extremely desirable to secure whatever additional informal- 
ti<m could be obtained firom ithe Yugoslavs on the secret service level in 
order to have further material as a bsisls for Btate plana. 

2. £r J pointed out that the Yugoslav ^ PT had made one or 

two moves suggesting a desire to draw CIA out in regaid to our Albanian 
ideas, and that £: . ^ was being instructed 

to make it clear to the Yugoslavs that £: ZJ would be in a position 

to visit Belgrade In the near future and to discuss this matter if they 
were Interested. There was general agreement that such a service level 
Investigation would be of the utmost value and should be made as soon as 
possible. Hr, Barboxir also indicated that the Department would welcome 
any ideas and suggestions from CIA on possible diplomatic steps. C 

stated that S£ Division is preparing a paper and will forward 
it at the earliest possible date. 

3. n J li^ntioned the fact that he would be seeing King 

Zog in the near future and that undoubtedly the question of American 
visas for Zog and hia I'etinue would arise. Mr, Barbour said that Zog's 
list of 43 or 45 candidates would definitely not receive favorable 
comideratlon and that li should not commit himself on more 

than a total of 6 or 7 visas. 
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
